We are 
at the present time milking 350 cows here. We have the capacity for over 500 cows and plan to 
double this in the near future. 


We are still milking our original herd in stanchions and tie stalls. 


All of our cows are on 
HIR test and they will all be classified. 


We are convinced that for a herd of any large number, loose housing is the only way to 
handle them efficiently and economically. 


This presents us with a great challenge and a bright future as breeders of registered Hol- 
stein cattle. We know our greatest and only competitor, the grade Holstein, is going to be 
handled almost exclusively this way in years to come. That time is already here in California 
and Florida and getting closer all the time in the central states. We must, therefore, breed a 
registered cow that will be superior under these environments. She must be able to withstand 
the climatic conditions, have a tight well attached udder, milk out in a reasonable time, and have 
a nice disposition. Above all she must be able to consume large amounts of cheap feed, be it 


grain, hay or silage and produce from it large quantities of milk with a mimimum of individual 
attention. 

We are only beginning to enlarge our breeding program to encompass all of this. In the 
future breeders and commercial dairymen are going to want to know what the daughters of a bull 
will do in both stanchion and loose housing. 


We will be able to prove a considerable number of 
bulls this way.

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Little Known Facts About Cow Behavior 


By Melvin Scholl 


Often falsified and maligned, 
the dairy cow offers a course of 
study in behavior and habits 
that will make us better and 
richer dairymen. More efficient 
production can be attained by 
knowing more about the tem- 
perament of the cow and by 
catering to that temperament. 


The dairy cow has come a long way 
since she first gained a foothold in 
the United States in 1611. The colo- 
nists early discovered that if they were 
to survive the rigors of the new con- 
tinent they would have to bring cows 
from across the sea. The cow followed 
the pioneers into the West. She be- 
came an indispensable part of frontier 
life. Later the family cow gave way to 
the small dairy herd. From that un- 
pretentious beginning, dairying has 
grown into big business. Today it 
ranks on an annual gross income basis 
with American Telephone and Tele- 
graph and U. S. Steel. 

The greatest advances in 
have come, however, within the past 
twenty years with openshed housing, 
milking parlors with pipeline milking, 
bulk tanks, gutter cleaners, mechan- 
ized machinery for growing, har- 
vesting, and storing forage crops, etc. 
To pay for this costly equipment, 
dairy herds have become larger and 
individual production has registered 
phenomenal gains. The next twenty 
years will see even greater changes 
in the dairy scene 

In many respects the cow herself 
has changed. The that cannot 
adapt herself to the mechanical pro- 
cedures of the milking parlor must

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give way, we are told, to the dairy 
cow that can consume her grain in a 
minimum of time, milk out easily, 
rapidly, and completely, maintain a 
tractable disposition — in other words, 
a cow that can “take it.” 


Genetics, the science of heredity, 
will see that such a cow develops. Yet 
man can do only a few kinds of things 
to change the heredity of his animals. 
By their very genetic nature, no two 
cows (except identical twins) were 
ever born exactly alike nor ever will 
be. In fact, it is this variation, this 
factor of individual differences, which 
is the material with which the 
breeder works. No matter how hard 
we try or how desirable it might be 
commercially, we will never be able 
to run off a batch of assembly-line 
dairy cows. This truth is at once the 
hope and finality of our industry: We 
shall always have to consider the in- 
dividual differences of the cows we 
milk. Perhaps in the future we shall 
have to pay more attention to this side

In human psy- 
of increasing importance in our lives 
as civilization becomes more advanced 
and complex. This may become true 
in dairying likewise. 
Cows are Emotional 

Cows invariably reflect the tensions 
of their masters and the _ people 
around them. Anyone who has had 
long experience with cows can tell 
the minute he steps into a strange 
barn what kind of dairyman the own- 
er is. Neurotic animals are becoming 
more common every day as human 
life becomes faster-paced. Veterinar- 
ians all over the country will tell you 
the same thing. The wise vet today 
will consider the stress factor in each 
case he is called in on. It’s becoming 
standard but questionable procedure 
now to prescribe tranquilizers for 
dairy cows. Little wonder, though, 
they need sedatives to exist in the 
crazy environment we've created for 
them. The inference here is that we 
can expect an increasing incidence ot 
nervous ailments in our dairy cattle 
as we alter their environment, crowd- 
ing them into smaller spaces—and as 
people themselves become more mixed 
up. With pressures building up in our 
dairy cattle (producing more milk, 
forcing them to run through milking 
parlors at a pace against their na- 
ture, etc.), we can expect a rise in dis- 
eases, and it is not impossible to sup- 
pose that in destroying instincts and 
drives in them we are producing “shy” 
breeders. 


In fact, research already conducted 
at the University of Illinois and Ohio 
State University has shown that a 
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highly nervous cow, or an unusually 
placid cow, is harder to settle by arti- 
ficial insemination than a cow of nor- 
mal temperament. There is a sound 
physiological reason for handling cows 
with patience: They have a well-de- 
veloped nervous system and are sub- 
ject to emotions, reacting strongly to 
rough treatment — the body functions 
concerned with milk production, di- 
gestion, and reproduction operate at 
a low level when disturbed. 

Patience and understanding are es 
pecially needed at calving time, when 
a cow’s disposition and nature change 
markedly. She fusses and fidgets, re- 
fuses to eat, and if she is outside, in- 
variably prefers to go wandering off 
by herself. From a creature 
occasion suddenly trans- 
into a bovine shrew.

An outstanding brood cow in her 
own right, Rag Apple Ace De Kol 
was also the dam of two full sisters 
by Sir Ormsby Skylark Barbetta who 
won the Produce of Dam class at the 
1944 Wisconsin State Fair and both 
produced over 17,000 Ibs. milk and 
630 Ibs. butterfat as two year-olds. 
“Ace De Kol” was tested twice, making 
her best record at four years with 
23,611 Ibs. milk and 762 Ibs. fat on 
3X and 365 days. 


Frey Ormsby Ace had only this one 
daughter, Rag Apple Ace De Kol, 
that was ever officially tested or left 
any influence on the breed. But this 
was not the case with the maternal 
granddam of Pabst Burke Rag Apple 
De Kol, De Kol Lady Rag Apple, who 
was bred by Herbert Lepien, the son- 
in-law of Philip Linker, best known 
as the breeder of her great-grandsire, 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst.

De Kol Lady Rag Apple was of- 
ficially classified Excellent, made two 
top records of 815 and 893 lbs. butter- 
fat; accumulated 145,732 lbs. of milk 
and 5,298 lbs. of fat in 2,800 davs 
and was the dam of two daughters 
and three sons that saw service at 
Mooseheart. Most important of the 
three sons was Mooseheart Prince 
(VG-GM) who is best known as the 
sire of Mooseheart Princess Star (GP, 
the first Holstein to complete seven 
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official records above 1000 lbs. of 
butterfat, and five to exceed 1100 Ibs. 
of fat for a total lifetime production 
to date in eight lactatidns of 201,147

Pabst Burke Rag Apple De Kol be- 
gan her production career on Septem- 
ber 10, 1945, and made an A.R. Rec- 
ord at Pabst-Knutson of: 2 yr.

\ccordingly it is not surprising to find that in Febru- 
iry 1888 the publication was purchased by Frederick L. 
Houghton and removed by him to Brattleboro, Vermont, 
where he continued its publication until his death in De 
cember 1927 — nearly 40 years later. It was an important 
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vehicle in his election as Secretary in 1894 but it was al- 
ways continued as a private enterprise, having no official 
connection with the Association. 

In 1896 Mr. Houghton changed the size of page to 
the digest size (about half the size of the present World 
pages), adding the orange cover in 1897 which will still 
be remembered by many of our older readers. 

The Register was purchased from the Houghton Es- 
tate by Holstein-Friesian World, Inc., and in early 1928 
was consolidated with the World. Our copy of this 75-year- 
old issue of Volume I Number I is part of the complete file 
of bound volumes of the Register that came here with our 
purchase of that publication. 

We are proud the World, now in its 58th year, has 
incorporated in its background the historic first publica- 
tion of our breed, the Holstein-Friesian Register, which 
made its bow just 75 years ago and continued as a separate 
entity for 42 years; and as a part of the World background 
for the past 33 years.

The outbreak in Britain has been 
blamed upon fresh pork imports from Argentina and 
further shipments of such fresh meat products from that 
country will be banned as of February 1. We learn that 
Italy, Belgium and Germany have also barred Argentine 
meat because of similar fears and of course all fresir 
meat products from Argentina have long been barred 
from the U. S. We wish them well in their present 
effort to bring this disease under full control. The lat- 
est British infection, according to a report in early De- 
cember, had passed the 200 mark in separate outbreaks 
with 14,850 cattle, 18,050 sheep and 6,300 pigs slaughtered.

The pictures, taken during 

late last summer, give a 
good idea of the physical plant.

NEW ZEALAND LETTER 
Editor, 

I had intended writing you before 
this but, as it has been our spring 
season, we have been very busy. First, 
the herd to calve down and then we 
run straight into the harvesting sea- 
son. However, that is all behind us 
now. It has been an unusual spring 
as far as grass growth was concerned. 
I believe that the Ruakura Animal 
Research Station has recorded a drop 
of 2/5th’s in harvesting growth this 
season. The rainfall has been mainly 
heavy showers and the result is that 
some parts have had a lot of rain and 
others nothing. Unfortunately we 
have not had as much as we would 
have liked. The other night the main 
street in Hamilton, about ten miles 
away, had no rain yet within 2 a 
mile either side they got a real soaker 
with some parts getting as much as 
214".

It may sound absurd to some dairy- 
men, but a cow will return more 
profit the next year if she is given 
about two months vacation. Purina 
Research records prove this conclu- 
sively.

The Greens plan to have something 
to suit the choice of any prospective 
customers for Registered Holsteins, 
except that they do not handle “com- 
mercial” cattle. Their aim is to buy 
or sell no females of milking age that 
will classify less than Good Plus at 
the lowest. 


During 1960, while expanding their 
own herd, they imported 543 regis 
tered Canadian Holsteins. There was 
no place for the upwards of 300 calves 
dropped by the imports, so very ex- 
tensive calf sales were made during 
the year. For example, S. R. Donaho 
Holstein Farm in Texas purchased 51 
calves in one shipment. 


The Breeding Herd 

In their own breeding program 
right now, Wis Reward, “the Bull 
with the Golden Pedigree,” is playing 
a big part. Well over a hundred of 
his daughters are at the farm, the 
oldest now bred, and another 150 
head are bred to him. Among those 
carrving Reward service are some 50 
daughters of Smithcroft Snowball 
Rocket (EX), the sire whose daughters 
at Green Meadow include the All- 
American 2-year-old of 1958 and _ the 
Reserve All-American 4-year-old of 
1960 and whose Get was Nominated 
for All-American. Incidentally, this 
year’s Reserve All-American 4-vear-old 
classified Excellent last year when dry 
and now, in her current lactation, 
has 14,600 Ibs. milk with 493 lbs. fat 
in her first 203 days. 


Ihe Rocket bull has also been used 
in the herd, with about 50 head bred 
to him now. Other older Green Mead- 
ow bulls are Carnation Flashy Toppei 
(EX), out of a full sister to Carnation 
Royal Lancer and Glenafton Beacon, 
a Centurion son. 


The entire herd is on HIR test 
and a regular Classification program 
has been carried on for some years.

Merle Green is a self-made man, 
and a successful one. At 18 years of 
age he purchased the first portion of 
what is now Green Meadow Farms.

\ new motion picture, “Growing 
Alfalfa Successfully,” has been releas- 
ed by the American Potash institute, 
featuring special time-lapse photog- 
raphy to show how the plant grows 
and feeds. 

The new l6mm color movie, 25 
minutes long, was produced for use 
by agricultural college personnel, 
county agents, vo-ag teachers, and 
other specialists in official agricul- 
ture and industry. 

Prepared by agricultural specialists, 
the movie presents the value and uses 
of alfalfa, its origin and introduction 
into North America, the soil and nu- 
trient requirements of the crop. In- 
cluded are the latest management 
techniques, such as fertilization and 
liming, seeding, inoculation, cutting, 
and control of weeds, insects, and dis- 
eases.

FOOT AND MOUTH OUTBREAK 
IN BRITAIN
